Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
President  Bill  Causey  will  call  the 
144th  annual  session  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  to  order  at  9  a  m.. 
Nov.  13.  in  the  auditorium  of  Jackson’s 
First  Baptist  Church. 

This  year’s  convention  is  set  to  in¬ 
clude  a  vote  on  an  $11.2  million  budget 
and  a  vote  to  consider  a  study  on 
the  future  of  Clarke  College. 

The  budget  is  the  amount  of  income 
estimated  to  come  in  to  Cooperative 
Program  causes  from  Mississippi 
Baptist  churches.  Qne^hird  of  that 
money  will  be  sent  Tto^fLState  to 
Southern  Baptist  causwaj^fr nation 
and  around  the  world  The  rest  will 
fund  missions  and  education  prog¬ 
rams  within  Mississippi,  including  the 
work  of  15  state  Baptist  agencies

ATLANTA  i  BP)  —  Directors  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board 
have  urged  Congress  to  fund  and  im¬ 
plement  a  national  survey  on  hunger. 

A  resolution,  presented  by  Nell 
Bowen  of  Forsyth,  Ga. ,  was  one  of  two 
actions  on  domestic  hunger  taken  by 
directors  at  their  /all  meeting 
The  other  action  urges  the  13  million 
Southern  Baptists  in  35,400  churches 
across  the  nation  to  join  the  action  by 
writing  letters  to  senators  and  con¬ 
gressmen  urging  a  survey  to  deter¬ 


mine  the  extent,  nature,  numbers  and 
location  of  hunger  in  the  United  States. 

The  resolution  notes  that  other 
groups  in  the  U.S.  are  also  pressing  for 
a  national  survey  on  domestic  hunger. 
One  such  group  is  Bread  for  the  World, 
a  Christian  citizens  group,  which  has 
called  for  a  national  “offering  of  let¬ 
ters”  to  influence  Congress  to  im¬ 
prove  the  nation’s  response  to  hunger 
at  home.  Bread  for  the  World  says 
some  25  million  Americans  are  below 
the  poverty  line.

_  “They’ve  often  heard  about  mis¬ 
sions,  but  for  the  first  time  in  their 
lives  they’ve  left  home  to  go  to  a  place 
they  had  never  been,  to  live  with 
people  for  a  week  that  they  did  not 
know,  to  do  a  job  they’d  never  done 
before.” 

This  is  how  Glen  Schilling,  director 
of  missions  for  the  Simpson  Associa¬ 
tion  in  Mississippi  described  a  unique 
mission  project  which  helped  bring  the 
resources  of  his  fellow  Mississippi 
Baptists  to  the  aid  of  several  Califor¬ 
nia  Southern  Baptist  churches. 

The  mission  project,  which  involved 
ISO  Mississippi  lay  persons  and  pas¬ 
tors  in  a  first-hand  missions  experi¬ 
ence  in  nine  California  communities, 
concluded  its  second  summer  recently 
with  promising  results. 

Begun  in  1976,  the  program  enlists 
work  teams  from  Mississippi  associa¬ 
tions  to  go  to  California  for  a  week  each 
summer.  According  to  Brotherhood 
Department  director  Paul  Harrell,  the 
project  was  adopted  by  Mississippi 
Baptist  men  as  a  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
project.  The  summer  project  is  a  joint 
venture  of  the  Baptist  Men  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  and  the  Men's  Ministries  de¬ 
partment  of  California  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists. 

The  work  teams  helped  Southern 
Baptist  churches  and  missions  con¬ 
struct  and  upgrade  church  buildings. 
In  addition,  the  1979  summer  teams  led 
in  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  partici¬ 
pated  in  witnessing  and  church  survey 
projects. 

“This  concept,”  said  California 
Men’s  Ministries  director  Edd  Brown, 
“is  involvement  of  men  and  women  in 
missions  at  home.  It  is  our  conviction 
that  all  of  God’s  people  are  called  to  be 
his  ministers.”

legislation  to  deal  with  this  pressing 
and  life-and-death  issue.” 

In  the  resolution  to  be  communi¬ 
cated  to  churches  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  directors  noted  that  an  “inward 
change  brought  about  by  Jesus  Christ 
is  accompanied  by  an  outward  expres¬ 
sion  in  life,"  and  added  that  ‘  ‘minister¬ 
ing  to  the  hungry  among  us  at  home  is 
a  responsibility  of  Christians.”

He  has  authority 
over  the  church  ( w.  22-23). 

When  Christ  ascended  to  the  right 
hand  of  the  Father,  He  left  behind  a 
body.  The  church  is  his  body,  with  “the 
fullness  of  him”  in  it.  Just  as  my  body 
contains  all  of  ms  there  is,  so  Christ  is 
fully  in  his  body,  the  church. 

The  church  is  not  a  ghost  or  disem¬ 
bodied  phantom ;  it  always  has  a  body, 
a  definable  identity.  That  identity  is  to 
be  found  in  the  local  church.
